May Use Telephones. . 


Tho department nsUs for an appro- 


priation tn Investigate the feasibility 
of using the telephone In communica- 
ting special delivery letters to those 
along rural routes. In New York the 
sacks of mail may be sent whirling 
through pneumatic pipes direct from 
the postofllce. to the car. and returned 
In the same manner. 


The free delivery system is expand- 


ing more rap'dly than _any branch of 
the service, according to tin: report. 
The pfUlmatod expenditure for the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. for city 'and 
rural delivery, 
is 
$47.< 00.000. 
an 


amount equal to that expended for 
the maintenance nf Ihc entire postal 
service In 1SS4. 


Rural Routes Increase.
